Survey, Burma, for the year 1505.06. 
RESOLUTION.—-Since the report was received the lines on which the Arch- 
®ological Department will work henceforward have been laid down afresh by the 
Government of India, and certain changes have been made in the constitution of 
the Department, but the duties of the Superintendent of Archeological Survey 
temain the same as those hitherto performed by that officer under the title of Gov- 
érnment Archeologist. The work accomplished during the year under report 
has been of a varied nature. The most important feature was the repair and 
Testoration of the Palace spire at Mandalay and of various buildings at Pagan. 


Epigraphy has received its due share of attention, while the preparation of a 
Monograph on stone-carving was a useful contribution to the history of Oriental 
Art. 

2. The superintendence of the work of restoration and repair is of great 
importance, and will be continued during the year 1906-07, although it does not 
figure in the programme laid down in paragraph 3 of the Report. Only eight 
buildings were added to the list of those conserved at the public expense. The 
case of the Salin Monastery in Mandalay which is referred to in paragraph 8 is 
still under consideration, Lists of monuments and other objects of archwological 
interest, which are thought worthy of preservation under the Ancient Monuments 
Preservation Act are being compiled by local officers with the co-operation of the 
Superintendent, but the selection of representative monuments from these lists will 
Tequire much care and discretion. The funds at the disposal of the department 
are limited, and the rigorous exclusion of all buildings and other objects, the inte- 
rest of which is not strictly archzxological, is essential if the list is not to exceed 
due limits. Action under the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 1904, has 
been deferred in order that the views of the Director General of Archieology may 
be obtained, 

3. The Superintendent has been requested to postpone for the present the 
work of excavation. Sir Herbert White considers that the opinion of the Director- 
General of Archwology should be obtained on the detailed proposals for ex 
tion which were submitted. It would be matter for regret if the valuable results 
which may be exp from excavation at Yathemyo and elsewhere in Burma 
and the Shan States were endangered by undue precipitation and the absence of 
expert advice. 


4. The abolition of the appointment of Adviser on Chinese Affairs was sanc- 
tioned during the year of report. The present arrangement under which

Mr. Taw Sein Ko is also Examiner in Chinese is subject to reconsideration should 
it be found that his duties as Examiner interfere with the efficient performance 
of his archzological duties. 

In accordance with the opinion expressed by the Director-General, the office 
of the Superintendent has been moved to Mandalay, where much conservation 
work is at présent in progress and which is a more convenient centre than 
Rangoon for the general supervision of archzeological work.

The disrepair was mainly on the western face of the building, where the brickwo 
had been forced out of its original position owing to seitlement and the leak 
of rain-water. As it was found necessary to Support the superstructure, the w 
of the basement wall of the main portico, together with its moi Iding in stone, was 
Testored as approximately as possible its original condition. The terraces 
Were all repaired with concrete, and a plain finish was given to the battlement 
Walls. On the eastern side of the portico, an old door, which had been bricked 
Up, was re-opened in order to improve the lighting of the interior. By the re- 
Moval of obstructions, the upper rooms were lighted and ventilated. “Although 
the repairs were comparatively extensive, efforis were successfully made to render 
them inconspicuous.

the most distinctive feature of the Palace and Government has decided to restore 
it. Its height above th ground level is exactly 198 feet, which is divided into the 
following sections (vide A—Drawing of sectional elevation), 

(i) 26 feet Ginches = fior iron, cruwn bound with 10 concentric bands 
surmounted with a small flag, and ornamented at the rim with sweet 
tinkling bells ; 

(ii) 31 feet 6 inches = dubikd, which corresponds to the srkkidra on a 
pagoda, and which invariably supports a /#; 

(ii) 9 feet = ka/at, a simulation, in wood, of a foliated lotus capi 

(iv) 85 feet 4 inches = the Kun-hnabén, or seven pyramidal roofs ; 

(v) 34 feet 2 inches = the height of the chamber behind the Lion Thrones

The superstructure is supported on 36 teak pillars arranged in six rows in the 
form of a square ‘vzde B—Ground plan). Each of the 20 pillars on the sides is 
49 feet high, while each of the 16 pillars in the middle is 65 fect high, and 
the whole rest on a brick plinth 9} feet in height. Much ca s devoted to 
embedding the foot of each pillar in 3 feet of concrete. What is remarkable 
about the building is the disproportionately smallness of the area of its base as 
compared with its height- The ground floor measures only 66 feet square nd 
the wooden floor 72 feet square. Perhaps, the tapering form of the structure dis- 
penses with the necessity of providing a larger base-

Owing to the absence of Talaing 
scholarship, no inscription in that language could be deciphered and translated, 
for the present.

The term “ Aniruddha” does not occur in Pali: it is a pure Sanskrit name, 
the Pali form being “ Anuruddha,” which is corrupted to ‘“ Anawrata” in 
Burmese. The “ Aniruddha” of the tablet may be identified with Anawrata, the 
hero-king of Pagan, who conquered Thatén in the eleventh century A,D., and 
established the Southern School of Buddhism in the Upper Valley of the Irrawaddy: 
The very name “ Aniruddha” proves, if any additional proof is required, that, at 
Pagan, Sanskrit preceded Pali in being used asa vehicle of Buddhism.
